We asked 
c er if working together ever gives any of 

the Gruccis a short fuse. 


Nick Mag: Are there ever any fireworks when you're work- 
ing Jeske so to speak? 

oe Yes, absolutely! There are differ- 
ences “of opinion and differences of personality. 


NM: Who started the family business? 
My great great grandfather did, back in 1850 in 
Bari, Italy. We're in our fifth generation. 








NM: At what age do the Gruccis start working in the fami- 
ly business? 

DGB: Eighteen. The younger kids attend the fireworks 
programs, but they're not involved in manufacturing. 





NM: What kind of training do you need? 
B: At least a high school diploma, and a chemistry 


background. Then yuu apprentice for three years. 


NM: What's the best part of working with your relatives? 
Family pride. 


NM: What's the worst part? 
If there’s a disagreement during the day and you go 
home, it’s carried with you. You can’t leave it behind. 


NM: When do you have to retire? 
My momis 76 years old and we haven't gotten her to 
retire yet! 
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The Wallendas are the most famous high- 
wire act in the world. They've been making people 
look up and gasp for almost 200 years. Today, there 
are three different Wallenda groups in the circus: the 
Flying Wallendas, the Great Wallendas, and the 
Delilah Wallenda Family. We spoke with Tino 
Wallenda, of the Flying Wallendas, about how they 
manage to balance their home lives and work lives. 


Nick Mag: When did the family business start? 
Tino Wallenda: It started around 1800. I’m a sixth- 
generation performer. 


NM: Do you get to see members from the other 
Wallenda groups? 

TW: My sister [Delilah Wallenda] lives next door, 
and my cousin [of the Great Wallendas], lives half a 
block away. We see each other almost daily. 


NM: At what age do you start working for the 
family? 
TW: Well, just as soon as you possibly can. 


NM: What kind of training do you need? 

TW: We start our kids off by getting them into the 
ring. All of mine were in front of an audience by the 
time they were four months old. As they grow, you 
do little things with them, like balancing them on 
your head. Then when they get a little older, you 
start playing with them—acrobatics, hand balane- 
ing, splits. Somewhere down the line, playtime turns 
into rehearsal time. 


NM: Do you ever wish you were in 
another business? 

TW: I can’t really conceive of anything 
else. It’s more than an occupation. The 
circus is a way of life. 


NM: Has any Wallenda ever not gone 
into wire-walking? 

TW: Some have decided they were bet- 
ter suited to other things in the circus. 
One of my sisters works with lions and 
tigers and elephants. Thad a cousin who 
rode a motorcycle in a steel globe. 


NM: What's the best part of working 

with relatives? 

TW: You don’t have to take a vacation to 
spend time with your family. We're together all the 
time. We live in close quarters in the travel trailer, 
which is about 35 feet long—that’s six people in a 35- 
foot trailer. 


NM: What’s the worst part? 
TW: You would like a little more elbow room. 33>

The Ying Quartet doesn't fiddle around when it 
comes to making beautiful music together. Tim Ying, the first 
violinist and second oldest of the four siblings, talked to us 
between performances. 


Nick Mag: Who is the best player? 

Tim Ying: I can't answer that without starting a fight. It’s four 
very strong people working together. That’s the way we like 
to think of it. 


NM: At what age did you start playing instruments? 
TY: We all started when we were fairly young. I started play- 
ing the violin when I was seven years old. 


NM: What are the best and worst parts about working with 
your siblings? 

TY: One of the best parts is that we travel together a lot. It 
wouldn’t be as much fun to travel by myself. The worst part is 
when you rehearse, oftentimes there’s no such thing as right 
and wrong. If we want to be mean and pick on each other, we 
Inow exactly how to do it. 





NM; Lf you ever get mad at your sister or one of your 
brothers, do you “accidentally” poke them with your bow? 
TY: The bows that we play with are antiques, so we have to be 
fairly careful with them. 


NM: Do you ever wish you were in another business? 
TY: No. We have too much fun doing the music. 


NM: Can you get fired? Would you be fired from the family too? 
TY: I don’t think we would ever kick somenne ont, and cer- 


tainly you wouldn’t be kicked out of the family. 


NM: What’s the funniest thing that’s happened to you? 


TY: One time we were playing in Taiwan. We got to the con- 
cert hall, and my brother Phil realized that he had forgotten 
his bow tie. So I said, “Okay, I'll give you my bow tie.” But 
then / didn’t have anything to wear. So I made a bow tie out 
of my black sock and wore that for the concert. Fortunately, 
it was a clean sock, because otherwise I would have been able 
to smell it, Maybe the audience thought it was some new 
American fashion.
